During 
the 1980s, the United States and its Allies will faee difficult 
economic choices, driven by tightening resouree constraints 
coupled with rapid changes in the structure of industrial and 
financial markets. There will be social, political, and legal | 
. constraints on our ability to adapt to a echanging world 
environment. The adjustment process will also put the mechanisms 
for jnternational economic and political cooperation under great 
strain. so pee? ae ; 


The team responsible for exploring Foreign Policy Issue # 4 
reviewed the relevant changes in economic intelligence, broadly 
defined, during reeent years. CIA's efforts have changed with 
the times.
